to 
terminals 
wherever tin* old rates were lower. 
The announcement lowers these old 
rates 4,0 cents a hundred pounds.’'

T his rail, hardly as la rg e a s a rob­ 
in, m ay be readily distinguished by its 
short, chlcken-like bill and black face 
and th ro at. 
Although p ossessing b ar­ 
red flanks, like the V irginia rail, the 
sora lias a lead-colored b re a st instead 
of one of cinnam on color.
